10,600 sanitationmen. 
Vowing that New York would 
become “ Stink City,’’ Uniformed 
Sanitationmen’s Association president 
John J. DeLury warned that if any of 
his men were laid off, the rest would 
refuse to work. The union followed 
through on the threat, staging a 
wUdcat strike. DeLury said he had lost 
control of his men. 
Today the city had enough garbage 
to construct two piles the height and 
width of both towers of the 110-story 
World Trade Center.

PINE RIDGE, S.D. (AP) - The FBI 
says a material witness is being held 
under $25,000 bond in connection with 
the fatal shooting of two FBI agents on 
the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation. 
An FBI spokesman identified the 
witness Tuesday night as David Sky. 
His age and hometown were not 
available. 
The spokesman said Sky had been 
picked up by Bureau of Indian Affairs 
officials on another matter. The 
spokesman said the FBI later in­ 
terviewed Sky and held him as a 
material witness in the slayings. 
U.S. Atty. William F. Clayton of 
Sioux Falls said Sky appeared 
Tuesday before U.S. Magistrate 
James H. Wilson of Rapid City after 
his arrest and was being held to testify 
before a federal grand jury this month 
in Rapid City. 
He said an affidavit was filed with 
Wilson saying the FBI has reason to 
believe that Sky was at or near the 
scene when FBI agents Ronald 
Williams of Rapid City and Jack Coler 
of Denver were shot last Thursday.

Until Tuesday, it was just the op­ 
posite. Turns on red could be made 
only if a sign permitted them. 
The Highway Patrol said it had 
received no reports of trouble resulting 
from the law. 
“ Most of the problems will be in the 
city,’’ a spokesman said. “We don’t 
have too many traffic lights on state 
route!.’’ 
Robert McMillen, traffic engineer 
for the state Division of Highways, 
said the state had posted 225 No Turn 
On Red signs, about 10 per cent of the 
more than 2,000 approaches. 
McMillen said he thought it was too 
early to tell the results of the new law. 
The Columbus police traffic bureau 
said it hadn’t received any calls about 
the law. An officer noted that local 
television stations called attention to it 
over the past several days. 
Columbus Traffic Engineer James 
V. Musick said the city had prohibited 
the turns at 230 approaches. He said he 
had received some complaints. 
“One guy said he had five lights he 
thought he would be able to turn right 
at on his way home and all of them 
have been posted,’’ Musick said. 
Toledo Sgt. H. J. Scott said that city 
had banned the turns at 460 in­ 
tersections. 
Traffic was reported normal in 
Toledo, Cleveland, Lakewood, Euclid, 
Upper Arlington and other cities and

The administration of Gov. Milton J. 
Shapp offered 3.5 per cent raises. Most 
of the unions, including the giant 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employes (AFSCME), 
want 10 per cent. The walkout by some

CAMP PENDLETON, Calif., (AP) 
— Montagnard tribesmen from 
Indochina, thrust into toe modem 
world by defeat in a war they scarcely 
understood, will be resettled in remote 
mountain 
areas 
of 
western 
Washington, officials here say. 
“Their knowledge of the outside 
world is so little that for sheer survival 
they must remain together,’.’ Nick 
Thome, director of the refugee pro­ 
gram, says of the Montagnard 
refugees. 
Thome said the Montagnards will be 
placed in villages of their own in 
western Washington, where the 
altitude and climate most nearly 
match that of their lost homes on the 
LaosVietnam border. 
Washington state officials said they 
knew of no such plan. 
Tom Pryor, head of the Washington 
state Office of Emergency Services 
which administers the state’s Viet­ 
namese refugee program, expressed 
surprise. 
“I’m overwhelmed,” Pryor said. “ I 
believe they (Camp Pendleton of­ 
ficials) would be well advised to 


contact us about it so we could listen to 
the proposal and then say ‘yea* or 
‘nay.’” 
The Montagnards, who fought the 
Viet Cong from their mountain homes, 
are completely unprepared to deal 
with the 20to Century, Thome said. He 
said some had never been more than 
three miles from their villages before 
their flight to the United States. 
“They have lived a relatively im­ 
mobile existence at a very primitive 
level,” Thome said. He addc^ that he 
had recommended they be given jobs 
with the National Park Service be­ 
cause they are “damn good wood­ 
smen.” 
He said residents of Washington 
state should have no fears that the 
tribesmen will become a public bur­ 
den. 
“They won’t show up on the relief 
roles,” Thome said. “Their standard 
of living is not very expensive.”

legislation authorizing the installation 
of 17 additional street lights in the 
Garden Subdivision.

Two resolutions declaring the 
necessity of installing curbs and 
gutters and sidewalks on East High 
Street between Pickaway Street and 
Stella Ave. and on Atwater Avenue 
between Wilson Avenue and Morris 
Road were read and held for the next 
meeting. 
In a communication to council, 
Service Director Atwood P. Jones 
informed members the estimated rate 
of assessment for the property owners 
involved would be $5 per lineal foot for 
curb and gutter and $5 per lineal foot 
for sidewalks. The cost is to be 
assessed the property owners on a 
basis of front foot of the property and 
shall be paid when levied in 15 annual 
installments with interest on the un­ 
paid installments at the same rate as 
is carried by the bonds to be issued to 
pay for the improvement. However, 
the property owner has the option of 
paying the assessment within 30 days 
after the passage of the ordinance 
levying such assessments. 
Mayor Frank Barnhill informed 
council the statutory budget has been 
prepared and copies are on file in the 
office of Marvene Turner, city auditor. 
The Mayor warned council that 
inflation is cutting into/ the income 
from taxes and the city will soon be 
faced with the 
alternatives of 
providing less service and spending 
more conservatively or providing 
more income by increasing taxes.

Montagnard Tribesmen 
Slated For Washington 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif., (AP) 
— Montagnard tribesmen from 
Indochina, thrust into the modem 
world by defeat in a war they scarcely 
understood, will be resettled in remote 
mountain 
areas 
of 
western 
Washington, officials here say. 
“Their knowledge of the outside 
world is so little that for sheer survival 
they must remain together,’.’ Nick 
Thome, director of the refugee pro­ 
gram, says of the Montagnard 
refugees. 
Thome said the Montagnards will be 
placed in villages of their own in 
western Washington, where the 
altitude and climate most nearly 
match that of their lost homes on the 
Laos Vietnam border. 
Washington state officials said they 
knew of no such plan. 
Tom Pryor, head of the Washington 
state Office of Emergency Services 
which administers the state’s Viet­ 
namese refugee program, expressed 
surprise. 
“I’m overwhelmed,” Pryor said. “I 
believe they (Camp Pendleton of­ 
ficials) would be well advised to 


contact us about it so we could listen to 
the proposal and then say ‘yea’ or 
‘nay.’” 
The Montagnards, who fought the 
Viet Cong from their mountain homes, 
are completely unprepared to deal 
with the 20th Century, Thome said. He 
said some had never been more than 
three miles from their villages before 
their flight to the United States. 
“They have lived a relatively im­ 
mobile existence at a very primitive 
level,” Thome said. He added that he 
had recommended they be given jobs 
with the National Park Service be­ 
cause they are “damn good wood­ 
smen.” 
He said residents of Washington 
state should have no fears that the 
tribesmen will become a public bur­ 
den. 
“They won’t show up on the relief 
roles,” Thome said. “Their standard 
of living is not very expensive.” 
About 40 Montagnards have arrived 
at this Southern California refugee 
center and another 400 are expected, 
Thome said.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - The 
only Ohio National Gu ardsman to say 
he issu ed an order to fire the day 13 
stu dents were shot at Kent State 
University was to take the witness 
stand today in the damages trial 
stemming from the shootings.

McManu s testified du ring the criminal 
trial of gu ardsmen involved in the 
incident that he told his men to fire one 
shot in the air. 
The West Salem resident said that 
when he saw other gu ardsmen firing 
he thou ght he mu st have missed an 
order from a gu ard officer. 
Fou r stu dents were killed and nine 
wou nded on May 4, 1970. The victims 
and their families are su ing for $46 
million in damages. 
Defendants inclu de Gov. James A. 
Rhodes, who as governor at the time, 
had ordered troop s to the camp u s. The 
governor’s order came du ring a 
weekend of rioting that inclu ded 
bu rning of the camp u s Reserve 
Officers Training Corp s bu ilding. 
Also on trial are three exstate of­ 
ficials and 39 p resent or former 
gu ardsmen. 
Earlier, one of the highest ranking 
officers at the scene called the firings 
indiscriminate and said he didn’t know 
why the troop s were shou ting. 
“They were firing to the trees, on the 
grou nd, all over the p lace,” Maj. 
Harry Jones of Colu mbu s told the 
cou rt. 
Later, the major testified he saw a 
ru sh of stu dents from his right and said 
he believed the troop s had a reason to 
fire. 
“With the 
intensity and ag­ 
gressiveness of the stu dents, I had a 
fear they might overtake the gu ard 
and some gu ardsmen might not 
p rotect himself enou gh and (a stu dent 
might) get a weap on away from him,” 
Jones said. 
The officer said he moved instantly 
to stop the firing, tap p ing troop s on 
their helmets, p u shing rifles u p and 
even grabbing onto soldiers by the 
collar. 
He denied that the shooting began 
immediately after he gave the men a 
signal to hu rry u p the camp u s slop e 
where they su ddenly tu rned and fired. 
Jones demonstrated for the ju ry the 
p ointing motion he said was a signal to 
fire u nder combat conditions and the 
circu lar motion he said he u sed to u rge 
the men to close ranks as they climbed 
the hill. 
“I don’t see how that cou ld be 
misinterp reted,” he said. 
Defense attorneys sou ght to p lace in 
evidence rocks, tree limbs, p ieces of 
tile and other missiles they said were 
fou nd near the site of the shootings. 
Bu t lawyers for the victims blocked 
the effort, showing Jones cou ld not say 
where each item came from.

DEAR ABBY: Yesterday, a man 
had a heart attack at the ball park.

Meanwhile, about 30 people stood 
around, but nobody seemed to know 
what to do. The poor man hasn’t 
regained consciousness yet, and it’s 
doubtful that he will. 
Abby, I took first aid in school and 
was taught what to do for bee stings 
and poison ivy, but I can’t remember 
learning how to administer first aid to 
a victim of a heart attack. It doesn’t 
make much sense that it isn’t taught in 
first aid, considering that heart 
disease is the nation’s No. I killer. 
You would be doing a great public 
service if you published instructions on 
what to do for a heart-attack victim 
until professional help arrives. I am 
sure many lives could be saved.

DEAR CONCERNED: I consulted 
one of the world’s foremost authorities

Clinic. His reply: 
“The victim should lie flat. Closed 
chest massaging should be applied 
immediately. (This is manually 
comDressing the victims chest 50 to 60 
times a minute.) Mouth to mouth 
breathing should be given at the same 
time if possible, so the complete first­ 
aid treatment requires two people. 
“If only one is present, these two 
procedures should be administered 
alternately. Victims have been known 
to be revived with this emergency 
treatment even after the heart has 
stopped beating. 
“ Victims 
of 
suffocating 
and 
drowning should be treated in the 
same manner. The two life-saving 
essentials, oxygen and circulation, can 
be provided without equipment in the 
above manner in an emergency 
situation. 
“Unfortunately, our society has 
adopted a policy of ‘non-involvement’! 
In our major cities, people ignore the 
cries of victims who might be saved 
from homicide, rape or even violent 
death. In case you mention it is likely 
that one or more competent people 
stood by when their intervention might 
have saved a life. 
“It’s difficult for the average citizen 
to believe that he can get into trouble 
by helping his fellow man-but he can! 
In some states, legal action has been 
taken against people who have ad­ 
ministered first-aid at the scene of an 
accident. 
“In a number of states, the so-called 
‘good samaritan law’ has been passed 
to prevent taking legal action against 
people who try to help others. 
“In my own profession, it is common 
practice for doctors to drive away 
from emergency situations on high­ 
ways where they could be of very real 
help.

NEW YORK (AP) - The Eastern 
Airlines jetliner that crashed last 
Tuesday was cleared to land in a 
thunderstorm despite another jet 
pilot’s warnings of dangerous air tur­ 
bulence and his strong recom­ 
mendations that the affected runway 
be closed, tapes reveal. 
The crash shortly after 4 p.m. June 
24 of Eastern Flight 56 nonstop from 
New Orleans killed 112 persons in the 
nation’s worst single-airplane dis­ 
aster. The plane was attempting to 
land at Kennedy International Airport. 
The tapes of the exchange between 
the pilot of a Flying Tiger DC8 cargo 
jet and the control tower, made public 
Monday by Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration officials, include this 
exchange: 
“I just highly recommend that you 
change the runways and, ah, land 
northwest,’’ the pilot of the Flying 
Tiger DC8 cargo jet warned. “You 
have such a tremendous wind shear 
down near, ah, near the ground on the 
final (approach).” 


The tower replied that its in­ 
struments showed the runway that the 
New Orleans flight was to use was the 
proper one under weather conditions 
at that time. “O.K. We’re indicating 
wind right down the runway at 15 knots 
when you landed,” the air traffic 
controller said. 
The Flying Tiger pilot snapped: “I 
don’t care what you’re indicating. I’m 
just telling you that there’s such a wind 
shear on the final on that runway, you 
should change it to the northwest.” 
A 
wind 
shear 
is 
the 
violent 
movement of two adjacent layers of 
air in different directions. 
Seconds after the Flying Tiger 
pilot’s warning, Eastern Airlines 
Flight 902, an LIOU jumbo jet, pulled 
up when only IOO feet off the ground 
rather than land in the strong winds. 
One report said the jet missed the 
approach light stanchions by no more 
than 20 feet. 
The pilot of Flight 902 gave the tower 
a detailed account of the missed 
landing and the treacherous air 


currents and diverted to Newark 
Airport where he landed safely. 
Shortly after the jumbo jet went to 
Newark, a Finnair DC8 and a small, 
twin-engine propeller plane landed 
safely on runway 22 left. Flight 66 was 
still miles from the airport. 
At about 4 p.m., the ill-fated Eastern 
Flight 66, a Boeing 727 carrying 124 
persons, 
requested 
landing 
in­ 
structions. 
The controller responded, “O.K. 
Eastern 66. Turn left, heading 220. Did 
you copy that, sir?” 
“That’s affirmative,” the Eastern 
pilot, Capt. John Eleven, answered. 
The tower cleared the approach to 
Runway 22 Left. 
A few seconds before 4:04 p.m., 
Eleven, apparently concerned about 
runway wetness, asked, “Got any 
report on braking action for 66?” 
At 15 seconds after 4:04, the con­ 
troller replied, “No, none. Approach 
end of the runway is wet and I’d say 
about the first half is wet but we’ve had 
no adverse reports.” 


At 4:05 p.m., a half-mile from the 
runway, Eastern Flight 66 tore 
through several approach light 
stanchions, rose momentarily, hit 
more stanchions, flipped over and 
exploded in a ball of fire.

Agriculture Department was warned 
nearly three years ago that an official 
of one of the nation’s six largest grain 
exporting firms was linked to alleged 
irregularities in grain exports, a 
department memorandum shows. 
The official, Melvin L. Hibbets, was 
manager of Bayside Elevator Co. in 
Reserve, La. He is now vice president 
of the Bayside Elevator Division, a 
subsidiary of Cook Industries, Inc., in 
Memphis, Tenn. 
The department memorandum lists 
three alleged violations of the U.S. 
Grain Standards Act and recommends 
that “all of the apparent irregularities 
by Hibbets and CII (Cook Industries) 
be investigated by the Office of the 
Inspector General.” 
A spokesman for the Office of 
Investigations, which has replaced the 
Office of the Inspector General, said- 
the material in the memo was still un­ 
der investigation and that no final 
action has been taken. 
Hibbets was unavailable for com­ 
ment. A Cook Industries, Inc., attorney 
said Hibbets was not at his Memphis 
office and the lawyer would not say 
where he could be reached.

Speaking Of Your Health

I teach school. After a day’s work I 
can barely whisper. With rest, the 
voice comes back. Then the cycle 
repeats itself. Examination of my 
vocal cords showed them to be per­ 
fectly normal. Consequently, I am 
confused. 
Miss R .E .F., Mich. 
Dear Miss F.: 
Hoarseness is an occupational 
hazard of teachers, singers, preachers 
and salesmen. 
They all have in common the use and 
overuse of the muscles of the vocal 
cords. Sometimes, barely perceptible 
thickening of the vocal cords may be 
responsible for the periods of hoar­ 
seness you describe. 
When one considers the fact that the 
vocal cords can be strained, as can any 
muscle in the body, the obvious answer 
to such a problem is rest. 
Tired, overworked muscles deserve 
such rest. A great mistake is made by 
people who are hoarse when they 
assume they are resting their larynx 
by whispering. Actual!, whispering 
puts greater strain on the vocal cords 
than does gentle, controlled speaking. 
The use of a steam inhalator is very 
beneficial. It soothes the larynx and is 


particularly restful. 
Even in the absence of any changes 
in the vocal cord, it might be wor­ 
thwhile to seek the advice of a speech 
therapist. Often they are able to pin­ 
point some speech patterns which can 
be responsible for repeated attacks. 


My father had a kidney removed. 
Can he be expected to live a normal life 
span?

Dear Mr. H.: 
One of the great marvels of the body 
is that two kidneys are present. They 
both function harmoniously, to get rid 
of waste products. When one kidney is 
removed, the other kidney adequately 
takes care of this need.

biggest obstruction to recovery is 
likely to be the continuation of a 
relatively high rate of unemployment 
into next year.

Over the next few months 
watch the news out of the U.S. Farm 
Belt and even from foreign countries. 
Record harvests are expected, but 
weather almost always deals a blow to 
human expectations. A poor harvest 
here, or almost anywhere in the world, 
could reduce the expected surpluses. 
Yes, the country seems to be coming 
out of the economic woods. It can see 
the road ahead, but it will take some 
careful driving to wheel a big vehicle 
like the American economy through 
the obstructions without a few scrapes.

More drying wUl be done this fall on 
both soybeans and com, but results 
last fall appeared promising if for 
nothing more than to save energy 
when the sun is shining. 
l^ast fall, the unit dropped soybean 
moisture from 17 to 13 per cent in two 
days. Engineer Harold Keener said the 
moisture content of grain can be 
lowered from about 24 to 15 per cent in 
30 to 45 days. 
“ You can’t really give an exact 
figure,’’ Keener said. “ There are too 
many variables.” 
But, the Ohio engineers working with 
the Rom unit figure some kind of 
backup device wUl be needed during 
periods of protracted cloudiness. 
The heating unit consists of a plastic 
sun collector shaped like a long 
Quonset hut 85 feet long by 12 feet 
wide. Three sheets of plastic comprise 
the sheU. 
The outer layer is clear plastic, the 
second nearly opaque and the inner 
layer completely opaque. The two 
inner layers trap the heat from the sun 
and electric fans blow it into adjoining 
1,000-bushel metal bins. 
Heated air is forced through the 300- 
bushel layers of grain and the flow of 
air suffices to keep the collecting 
layers of plastic inflated without any 
frame. 
The OARDC engineers experienced 
one faUure during periods of scarce 
system faded to provide enough heat to 
dry shelled com. 
Keener and engineer George Meyer 
figure they can, at least, partiaUy 


handle the problem by insulating 
under the plastic coUectors. Then aU 
the radiant energy will be used for 
drying without heat loss to the ground 
under the collectors.

“ Farmers we’ve talked with are ex­ 
tremely intrigued by the idea of solar 
energy,” Rom said. ‘‘The only 
resistance we expect is their natural 
caution.” 
Rom said the crop dryer would raise 
the temperature of incoming air by 50 
degrees on an average sunny October 
day. 
“ Of course, the sun doesn’t shine all 
the time,” he said, estimating that for 
any October the dryer could be ex­ 
pected to produce as much heat as 290 
gallons of propane, enough to dry 3,400 
bushels of com. 
A year ago a prototype was installed 
at the Wayne Dauch farm near Clyde. 
Dauch used it to dry wheat. 
“ It’s doing the job,’’Dauch said. 
“ I ’ve got more heat than I need.” 
Several surveys on solar crop dryers 
by several universities and the federal 
government came to two conclusions 
— the most efficient equipment for 
drying has not yet been selected and 
that low-temperature drying is an 
energy and cost-saving alternative to 
conventional high-temperature drying 
currently used. 
Several solar dryers are being tested 
in other states.

MEXICO CITY 
(AP) - The 
International Women’s Conference 
adop ted a 10-y ear action p lan for 
sex u al eq u ality late Tu esday night, 
then tu rned to controv ersial p olitical 
issu es at its closing sessions today . 
The 10-y ear blu ep rint was adop ted 
by acclamation withou t op p osition. 
Bu t heated debate and a sp lit among 
the 133 delegations was ex p ected on 
resolu tions calling for the redistribu ­ 
tion of the world’s wealth and con­ 
demning 
Zionism 
along 
with 
colonialism and imp erialism. 
It is the major achiev ement of the 
two-week conference sp onsored by the 
United Nations. The meeting, the focal 
p oint of the 19 75 International 
Women’s Year, brou ght together 1,300 
official delegates. Another 4,000 at­ 
tended a p arallel, u nofficial Tribu ne. 
Assessments of the worth of the 
conference v aried. Bu t Rep . Bella 
Abzu g, D-N.Y., said it was “p robably 
the most historic occasion in the 
history of women’s stru ggle for liber­ 
ation.’’ 
Changing society ’s stereoty p es 
abou t women is a k ey goal of the p lan 
of action, which declares, “A major 
obstacle in imp rov ing the statu s of 
women lies in p u blic attitu des and 
v alu es regarding women’s roles in 
society .” 


The docu ment is intended to become 
a basic gu ide for gov ernments, p riv ate 
grou p s and indiv idu als to u se to 
p romote the eq u ality of women with 
men. 
It contains a large nu mber of 
p rop osed p rograms and laws to end 
sex u al discrimination. Bu t it also 
stresses changing traditional attitu des 
abou t the woman’s p lace, reflecting 
the delegates’ contention that one ma­ 
jor reason women hav e not p u shed 
ahead is that they hav e accep ted 
society ’s ju dgment that they cannot or 
shou ld not. 
The p lan of action calls for tex tbook s 
to be rev ised to reflect women in 
p ositiv e, p articip atory roles in society ; 
for career gu idance p rograms to steer 
girls and boy s toward work according 
to their ap titu de, not on the basis of 
“deep ly ingrained sex stereoty p es” ; 
and for a p ositiv e attitu de toward 
hiring women regardless of their 
marital statu s. 
One section of the blu ep rint deals 
with the effect the mass media hav e on 
attitu des toward women — “At the 
p resent time, the meiia tend to 
reinforce traditional attitu des, often 
p ortray ing an image of women that is 
degrading and hu militating, and fail to 
reflect the changing roles of the 
sex es.”

DETROIT, Mich. (AP) - Lu x u ry 
car sales continu e to race u p ward, 
desp ite p rice increases fu eled by in­ 
flation and the ov erall au to indu stry 
sales slu mp sp ark ed by recession. 
Ford Motor Co. Vice President John 
Nau ghton su ms it u p this way : “There 
is a certain grou p of bu y ers who want a 
lu x u ry car...and p rice is not a con­ 
sideration.” 
The p rice is high and going u p all the 
time. The lu x u ry category inclu des 
cars in the $9 ,000-and-u p p rice range, 
top p ed off at a $70,000 stick er for the 
p restigiou s Rolls Roy ce Camargu e. 
The Cadillac El Dorado, with a 
stick er p rice of $8,711 in 1973, now costs 
almost $10,000. The Lincoln Con­ 
tinental is u p from $8,483 to $9 ,6 56 . 
Many lu x u ry car bu y ers load u p with 
op tions that cost additional thou sands. 
The lu x u ry mark et has been on the 
u p swing since 19 71, when domestic 
lu x u ry cars accou nted for 2.9 p er cent 
of the total mark et. Since then, the 
share has increased each y ear and now 
has 4.4 p er cent of the 1975 mark et. 
A samp ling of sales figu res of the 
lu x u ry entries for the first fiv e months 
of 1975 showed all bu t Chry sler’s 
Imp erial were doing well. The firm 
rep ortedly will discontinu e the model 
this fall. 
Six entries from America’s Big 
Three au to comp anies are doing battle 
with a fleet of lu x u ry imp orts, mainly 
Mercedes-Benz and Jagu ar. 
Janu ary throu gh May sales figu res 
show Jagu ar u p 137 p er cent ov er a 
y ear ago; Mercedes-Benz u p 19 p er 
cent; Lincoln-Continental u p 10 p er 
cent; Cadillac u p 7.3 p er cent, and 
Imp erial down 55 p er cent. 
Combined U.S. lu x u ry cars sales are 
u p 5 p er cent, while ov erall U.S. car 
sales are down 18 p er cent. 
Cadillac is by far the biggest seller 
among lu x u ry cars, with U.S. sales 
du ring Janu ary -May of 9 3,308 cars. 
Ford’s Lincoln Div ision sold 33,59 0 
cars; Mercedes-Benz deliv ered 17,042 
and Jagu ar sold 2,76 1. 
Interest in lu x u ry cars increased 
recently when Cadillac brou ght ou t its 
long-awaited smaller model, Sev ille — 
two feet shorter and half a ton lighter 
than the regu lar Cadillac. 
The Sev ille joins the regu lar Cadillac 
and front-wheel driv e Eldorado in the 
domestic lu x u ry field along with Ford 
Motor Co.’s Lincoln Continental and 
Mark IV and Chry sler’s Imp erial. 
Demand for lu x u ry cars is fou nd 
from wealthy su bu rbs to the back hills 
of Kentu ck y , where the reju v enation of 
coal mines has led to a new afflu ence 
and a su rp risingly demand for ex ­ 
p ensiv e cars.

Fu ndamental changes in medicine, 
su ch as doctors becoming more 
sp ecialized 
and 
forming

p ractices, are among the main cau ses 
of the p roblem, Boardman said. 


“Doctors today hav e lost indiv idu al 
contact with p atients,” he said.“In the 
old day s, it was inconceiv able for a 
p erson to su e the old family doctor, bu t 
p eop le hav e absolu tely no hesitation to 
su e today .” 
New dru gs and medical techniq u es 
hav e increased the dangers, Board­ 
man said. He noted that indiv idu als 
don’t alway s resp ond the same way to 
the new ap p roaches. 


“Ev ery body mu st tak e a little bit of 
the blame,” he said. “The p u blic ex ­ 
p ectation of doctors is too great. This is 
a consu mer-oriented society , and if 
things don’t tu rn ou t the way they think 
they shou ld they su e.” 
Hosp itals and attorney s mu st also 
share in the blame, he said. He 
su ggested legislation that wou ld aid 
doctors in their defense in malp ractice 
cases. 
Ju ry v erdicts against doctors for 
more than a million are ridicu lou s, he 
said. “This has to force the rates u p 
and the p eop le are going to p ay for it.” 
The rates are going u p for doctors, 
he said, “becau se there is su ch a small 
nu mber of these p olicy holders to 
sp read the losses ov er.” 


Shelby Mu tu al, he said, lost $2.2 
million in 1973 and $5.8 million in 1974 
on malp ractice lawsu its. 
At a meeting in Mansfield last week , 
Boardman was ask ed by a p hy sician if 


he thou ght it was ethical for an in­ 
su rance comp any to demand all of a 
doctor’s insu rance bu siness when they 
insu re the doctor for malp ractice. 
Boardman rep lied that it was the 
only way many comp anies cou ld 
p rov ide malp ractice insu rance. He 
said if Shelby continu ed to offer it “we 
wou ld jeop ardize the whole u niv erse of 
ou r other p olicy holders. 
“If a manu factu rer had as mu ch 


difficu lty withdrawing a p rodu ct which 
was losing money from the line, Ford 
wou ld still be mak ing the Edsel," 
Boardman said. 
Boardman su ggested the u se of 
p aramedics as a way doctors cou ld 
av oid the bu rden of rou tine affairs and 
k eep from becoming too tired to 
p erform their work well. It wou ld also 
allow them more time for p ersonal 
contact with their p atients, he said.

SEATTLE (AP) - Baseball Com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn says a major 
league team definitely will be assigned 
to Seattle, perhaps for the 1976 season. 
Because baseball owners have 
cooled on expansion, the Seattle 
franchise more likely would be given 
an existing team having trouble in 
another city rather than a new team, 
Kuhn indicated. 
He refused to speculate on which 
teams would be candidates for Seattle, 
but, in answer to questions, he said the 
San Francisco Bay Area cannot 
continue to support two teams. 
Kuhn said neither the world 
champion Oakland Athletics nor the 
San Francisco Giants “ has made any 
commitment to move the ballclub,” 
but 
both 
have 
supported 
his 
negotiating efforts with officials of the 
two cities. Each team has a longrange 
lease commitment on a local stadium. 
Kuhn was in Seattle to inspect King 
County’s 60,000-seat domed stadium, 
scheduled for completion next March, 
just prior to the 1976 baseball season. 
He also discussed with County 
Executive John Spellman possible 
lease arrangements for a major league 
team. 
“ If I were a betting man, I’d bet 
major league baseball will be played in 
Seattle in 1976,” Spellman said 
following the meeting. 
“ That’s what we want to do,” said 
Kuhn. He stopped short of promising a 
team for next year but conceded a 
major league team in Seattle is 
inevitable. 


Baseball owners will have to make a 
decision on Seattle because of a $20 
million lawsuit pending in Superior 
Court challenging the 1970 transfer of 
the Seattle Pilots’ American League 
franchise to Milwaukee, where the 
team was renamed the Brewers.

— 
Washington state, King County and the 
city of Seattle — agreed early last year 
to defer a trial until the owners decided 
whether they intended to return major 
league baseball to the city.

(3) Medicaid (Title XIX) recipients. 


(4) Persons in immediate danger, needing 
social protective services. 


(5) Low income families. (Example: Family 
of 4 with not over $5,500).
